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(57) [Abstract] 

[Problem to be solved by the present invention] 

To provide a container in which ease of removing 
contents is not lowered even if the volume of the contents is 
reduced due to consumption. 
[Means for achieving the object] 

A container 1 for storing predetermined contents 4 
(see Fig. 3) comprising a container main body 2 having a take-out 
mouth 24 (see Fig. 3) for removing the above-mentioned contents, 
the take-out mouth 24 being provided on an upper face of the 
container main body 2, and a container catching part 3 that is 
disposed on a lower face 22 of the container main body 2 and 
that is provided with a stretchable tape 31 formed of a 
plastically deformable material. 



[CLAIMS] 

[Claim 1] A container for storing predetermined contents 
comprising : 

a container main body having a take-out mouth for 
removing the contents, the take-out mouth being provided at an 
upper face of the container main body; and 

a container catching part that is disposed on a lower 
face of the container main body and that is formed from a 
stretchable tape formed of a plastically deformable material. 

[Claim 2] A container according to claim 1, wherein the 
container main body is formed as a rectangular box, and the 
container catching part comprises a pair of left and right 
adhering portions formed by adhering each end of the stretchable 
tape to each of opposing two side faces of the box, and a 
stretching portion that is disposed on the lower face without 
being adhered to the container main body. 

[Claim 3] A container for storing predetermined contents 
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comprising: 

a container main body having a take-out mouth for 
removing the contents, the take-out mouth being provided at an 
upper face of the container main body; and 

a container catching part formed by providing a 
stretchable tape formed of a plastically deformable material 
on a lower face side of the container main body, 

the container main body being formed as a rectangular 

box, 

the container catching part comprising a first 
catching portion and a second catching portion, 

the first catching portion comprising an adhering 
portion formed by adhering a bottom end of the stretchable tape 
to one side face, a catching member connected to a top end of 
the stretchable tape, and a stretching portion that is disposed 
between the adhering portion and the catching member and that 
is not adhered to the container main body, 

the second catching portion comprising an adhering 
portion formed by adhering a bottom end of the stretchable tape 
to another side face of the box that faces the one side face, 
a catching member connected to a top end of the stretchable tape, 
and a stretching portion disposed between the adhering portion 
and the catching member that is not adhered to the container 

main body, and 

the pair of the catching members being disposed on the 
lower face of the box and temporarily adhered to the lower face 
of the box. 

[Claim 4] A container according to any one of claims 1 to 3, 
wherein the contents are piled sheets, the piled sheets being 
folded in two and layered in such a manner that the sheets overlap 
one another in such a manner that when one sheet is removed, 
an end of the next sheet emerges from the take-out mouth of the 
container . 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 



[0001] 

[Technical Field to Which the Invention Pertains] 

The present invention relates to a container that can 
store predetermined contents such as various types sheet-like 
products and that can be disposed in such a manner that the 
contents are easily removed. 
[0002] 

[Prior Art and Problem to be Solved by the Invention] 

Various containers for storing sheet-like products of 
various kinds have been proposed and put into practical use. 
In containers for storing sheets or sheet-like products, many 
sheets or sheet-like products are usually stored in such a 
manner that each of them is folded by two and layered so as to 
overlap to each other. Such containers are so designed that 
when one sheet is pulled out, an end portion of the next sheet 
emerges from the container. Such a system is generally called 
sheet-pop-up system. However, if contents are stored in a 
container with a sheet-pop-up system, from the viewpoint of ease 
of removing the contents, the initial stage of usage is 
efficacious, but when the number of sheets decreases with their 
consumption, the next sheet sometimes does not emerge, and 
therefore ease of removal of the contents is lowered with their 
consumption. Furthermore, containers for mayonnaise or like 
nonsolid products have a problem such that when the volume of 
the contents decreases, it becomes difficult to remove the 
contents . 
[0003] 

An object of the present invention is to provide a 
container in which ease of removal of the contents is not lowered 
even if the volume of the contents is reduced due to their 
consumption. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

The present inventors conducted extensive research to 
achieve the above object and found that the object can be 
achieved by a container comprising a container catching part 
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formed of a stretchable tape disposed on the lower face of the 
container . 

[0005] ^ ^, 

The present invention was accomplished based on the . 

above finding and provides a container that stores 

predetermined contents and that comprises a container main body 

having a take-out mouth provided on an upper face of the 

container main body for removing the contents; and a container 

catching part formed by providing a stretchable tape formed of 

a plastically deformable material disposed on a lower face of 

the container main body. (Hereunder, this invention is 

referred to as "the first invention") . 

[0006] 

Furthermore, the present invention provides a 
container comprising a container main body that is formed as 
a rectangular box, and the container catching part having a pair 
of left and right adhering portions formed by adhering each end 
of a stretchable tape to each of two opposing side faces of the 
box, and a stretching portion disposed on the lower face of 
the box without being adhered to the container main body. 

[0007] ^ ^, 

The present invention was accomplished based on the 

above findings and provides a container that stores 

predetermined contents and that comprises a container mam body 

having a take-out mouth provided on an upper face of the 

container main body for removing the contents; and a container 

catching part formed by providing a stretchable tape of a 

plastically deformable material disposed on a lower face of the 

container main body, the container main body being formed as 

a rectangular box, the container catching part comprising a 

first catching portion and a second catching portion, the first 

catching portion comprising an adhering portion formed by 

adhering a bottom end of a stretchable tape to one side face 

of the box, a catching member connected to a top end of the 

stretchable tape, and a stretching portion disposed between the 

adhering portion and the catching member that is not adhered 



to the container main body, the second catching portion 
comprising an adhering portion formed by adhering a bottom end 
of the stretchable tape to another side face that opposes to 
the one side face, a catching member connected to a top end 
of the stretchable tape, and a stretching portion disposed 
between the adhering portion and the catching member that is 
not adhered to the container main body, the pair of the catching 
members being disposed on the lower face and temporarily adhered 
to the lower face of the box. (Hereunder, this invention is 
referred to as ^^the second invention") . 
[0008] 

The present invention provides the above-mentioned 
containers (containers of the first invention and second 
invention) wherein the contents are piled sheets, the piled 
sheets are folded in two and layered in such a manner that the 

sheets overlap one another so that when one sheet is removed, 
an end of the next emerges from the take-out mouth of the 
container . 
[0009] 

[Embodiments of the present invention] 

Hereunder, a container of the present invention is 
explained in detail with reference to the drawings. First, the 
first invention of the present invention is explained. Fig. 

1 is a perspective view showing a container according to one 
embodiment of the present invention (the first invention) , Fig. 

2 is a perspective view showing a condition in which the 
stretchable tape of the container as shown in Fig. 1 is extended, 
and Fig. 3 is a perspective view of the container as shown in 
Fig. 1 is being used. 

[0010] 

The container 1 as shown in Fig. 1 stores predetermined 
contents 4 (see Fig. 3) and comprises a container main body 2 
and a container catching part 3, wherein the container main body 
2 has a take-out mouth 24 (see Fig. 3) on an upper face of the 
container main body 2 for removing the above-mentioned contents, 
and the container catching part 3 is formed by providing a 



stretchable tape 31 formed of a plastically deformable material 
disposed on a lower face 22 of the container main body 2. 
[0011] 

More specifically, the upper face 21 and the lower face 
22 are rectangular, the container main body 2 is formed as a 
box comprising the upper face 21, the lower face 22, and four 
rectangular side faces 23 that connect the upper face 21 to the 
lower face 22 . In other words, the container main body is formed 
from a rectangular box. The container catching part 2 [sic. ] 
comprises a pair of left and right adhering portions 32 formed 
by adhering each end of a stretchable tape 31 to each of two 
opposing side faces 23, and a stretching portion 33 that is 
disposed on the lower face 22 and that is not adhered to the 
container main body 2. 
[0012] 

The upper face 21 and the lower face 22 are rectangular, 
and the container main body 2 as a whole is a rectangular 
parallelepiped. The four side faces 23 are a pair of 
rectangular long side faces 23a that connect the long sides of 
the upper face 21 and the lower face 22, and a pair of rectangular 
short side faces 23b that connect the short sides of the upper 
face 21 and the lower face 22. As shown in Fig. 3, the take-out 
mouth 24 provided on the upper face 21 is formed by excising 
the central portion of the upper face 21 as form a hexagon, and, 
as with conventional tissue boxes, a sheet material 25 (see Fig. 
3) having a slit 25a in the center of the sheet is disposed inside 
the take-out mouth 24. 
[0013] 

The stretchable tape 31 is a thin band, and each of 
the adhering portions 32 is adhered to one of the short side 
faces 23b. The stretching portion 33 is disposed on the lower 
face 22. Each of the adhering portions 32 is provided 
substantially mid-width of the short side face 23b and the side 
edge of the lower face 22. The width of the stretchable tape 
31 is preferably 10 to 30 mm. 
[0014] 
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The contents 4 are piled sheets, the piled sheets are 
folded in two and layered in such a manner that the sheets overlap 
one another so that when one sheet is removed, an end of the 
next sheet emerges from the take-out mouth of the container. 
In other words, the contents are layered sheets stored in the 
so-called pop-up style. 
[0015] 

Second, materials for the above-described components 
are explained in detail. Examples of the materials for the 
container main body 2 are paper, etc., as with conventional 
tissue boxes. 
[0016] 

The stretchable tape is formed of a plastically 
def ormable material that irreversibly extends when pulled (i.e. , 
that extends but not contracts) . There is no limitation on such 
plastically deformable materials as long as they have an 
elongation of preferably 100 to 500%, and more preferably 200 
to 300% when extended at 30 N/20 mm, and having a yield strength 
measured by a standard method of preferably not greater than 
20 N/20 mm, and more preferably of 5 to 10 N/20 mm. Note that 
the ^^elongation" means the ratio of the ^^length of the extended 
portion only" relative to the ^^length before extension". For 
example, if a band having a length before expansion of 100 mm 
became 200 mm after expansion, the band has an elongation of 
100%. 
[0017] 

Preferable examples of the plastically deformable 
materials are resin films obtained by melt-extruding 
polyolef in-based resins and forming them into sheets. 
Examples of the polyolef in-based resins are polypropylene 
homopolymers ; polypropylene copolymers such as block 
copolymers, random copolymers, random and block copolymers and 
the like of polypropylene, polyethylene, etc.; blends of 
polypropylene homopolymers and polypropylene copolymers; high 
density polyethylene, low density polyethylene, linear low 
density polyethylene and like polyethylenes ; blends of 



polyethylene, polypropylene homopolymer s and/or polypropylene 
copolymers, etc. It is also possible to add various 
thermoplastic elastomers including olef in-based, 

polyester-based, polyamide-based, styrene-based 

thermoplastic elastomers, etc., to the above-exemplified 
materials . 
[0018] 

Examples of the contents 4, i.e., sheets, are paper 
and or nonwoven fabrics impregnated with a medicament suitable 
for cleaning posteriors. A specific example is ^^Sanina Roll" 

(product name, manufactured by Kao Corporation) . 

[0019] 

The container 1 of the present embodiment is used under 
the condition that, as shown in Fig. 2, the stretching portion 
33 of the catching part 3 is extended by pulling. Then, as shown 
in Fig. 3, the extended stretching portion 33 is hanged on an 
upper portion of an installation unit 100 of a toilet paper roll. 
Because the container 1 of the present embodiment has the 
above-described structure, it is possible to pull the sheets 

(contents 4) out under the condition wherein the container 1 
is installed with the talce-out mouth 24 facing in a downward 
direction as shown in Fig. 3. Therefore, even if the number 
of the sheets (i.e., the contents 4) diminishes, it does not 
become difficult to remove the sheets. In other words, ease 
of removing the contents is not lowered. 

[0020] 

The container 1 of the present embodiment can be 
manufactured by the method described below. A box storing piled 
sheets is manufactured by a conventional method. A stretchable 
tape is adhered to side faces of the box in such a manner that 
each end of the stretchable tape is adhered to a lower portion 
of the side faces with an adhesive. 
[0021] 

Note that the container of the present invention is 
not limited to the above-described embodiment and various 
modifications can be made as far as they do not depart from the 
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scope of the present invention. For example, the container of 
the present invention can be used for storing non-solid 
substance such as mayonnaise, etc. Specifically, the 
container of the present embodiment may be so structured that 
the container catching part is provided on the lower face side 
of a container that comprises, as a conventional mayonnaise 
container, an upper face having a take-out mouth and a lower 
face opposing the upper face, wherein a container main body is 
formed by connecting the upper face to the lower face with a 
tubular connecting portion, and a cap for protecting the 
take-out mouth is provided on top of the container main body. 
The shape of the container main body may be varied, such as a 
cubical configuration, etc. 
[0022] 

Third, with reference to Figs. 4 to 6, one embodiment 
of the container of the present invention (the second invention) 
is explained below. Fig. 4 is a perspective view showing one 
embodiment of the container of the present invention (the second 
invention). Fig. 5 is a perspective view showing a condition 
that the stretchable tape of the container as shown in Fig. 4 
is extended, and Fig. 6 is a perspective view showing the 
condition while the container as shown in Fig. 4 is being used. 
Features different from the above-described first invention are 
explained below. Unless otherwise explained, the above 
explanation of the first invention is also applicable. 
[0023] 

The container 1 stores predetermined contents 4 (see 
Fig. 6) and comprises a container main body 2 having a take-out 
mouth 24 (see Fig. 6) on an upper face of the container main 
body 2 for removing the above-mentioned contents, and container 
catching part 3 that is formed by providing a stretchable tape 
31 formed of a plastically deformable material on a lower face 
22 side of the container main body 2. 
[0024] 

More specifically, the upper face 21 and the lower face 
22 are rectangular, the container main body 2 is formed as a 



box comprising the upper face 21, the lower face 22, and four 
rectangular side faces 23 that connect the upper face 21 to the 
lower face 22. In other words, the container main body 2 is 
formed from a rectangular box. The container catching part 3 
comprises a first catching portion 35a and a second catching 
portion 35b, wherein the first catching portion 35a comprises 
an adhering portion 32 formed by adhering a bottom end of the 
stretchable tape 31 to a side face 123b, a catching member 34 
provided on a top end of the stretchable tape 31, and a stretching 
portion 33 that is disposed between the adhering portion 32 and 
the catching member 34 and that is not adhered to the container 
main body 2, and wherein the second catching portion 35b 
comprises an adhering portion 32 formed by adhering a bottom 
end of the stretchable tape 31 to an other side face 223b opposed 
to the side face 123b, a catching member 34 provided on a top 
end of the stretchable tape 31, and a stretching portion 33 that 
is disposed between the adhering portion 32 and the catching 
member 34 and that is not adhered to the container main body 
2. Each of the above-described pair of catching members 34 is 
disposed on the lower face 22 and temporarily adhered to the 
lower face of the box. The shape of the container main body 
2 is the same as the above-described first invention, 
[0025] 

With respect to the catching part 3, since the first 
catching portion 35a and the second catching portion 35b are 
symmetrical, only the first catching portion 35a is explained 
and explanation for the second catching portion 35b is omitted . 
The stretchable tape 31 is a thin band, and the adhering portions 
32 are formed by adhering each of the bottom ends of the 
stretchable tape 31 to each of the opposing two short side faces 
23b. The adhering portions 22 are provided substantially 
mid-width and mid-length of the side face (short side face) 123b. 
It is preferable that the width W of the stretchable tape 31 
be 10 to 30 mm. 
[0026] 

The catching member 34 has a U-like shape, and as shown 
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in Fig. 4, the two catching members 34 are aligned on the lower 
face 22 to form a H-like shape, a portion of each catching member 
34 is adhered using an adhesive, and the catching members 34 
are temporarily adhered to the lower face of the box so that 
they can be detached. The width of the catching member 34 is 
substantially the same as that of the stretchable tape 31. To 
the back ends 34b of the catching members 34, are adhered the 
stretchable tapes 31 in such a manner that the front portions 
34 that function as hooks face the same direction when the 
stretchable tapes 31 are extended (see Fig. 5) . Furthermore, 
the contents 4 are the same as that of the first invention. 
[0027] 

Examples of materials for the container main body 2, 
the stretchable tape 31 and the contents 4 are the same as those 
described in the above-explained first invention. The 
materials for the container main body 2 can be used as the 
materials for the catching member 34. 
[0028] 

The container of this embodiment can be used, first, 
by pulling and extending the stretching portion 33 of the 
catching part 3 as shown in Fig. 5. Then, as shown in Fig. 6, 
the catching members 34 at the ends of the extended stretching 
portions 33 are hooked over a holder 101 of a toilet paper roll, 
etc. Because the container 1 of the present embodiment has a 
structure as described above, it is possible to pull out sheets 
with the container 1 being installed with the take-out mouth 
facing in a downward direction as shown in Fig. 3. Therefore, 
even if the number of the sheets diminishes, it does not become 
difficult to remove the sheets. In other words, ease of 
removing the contents is not lowered. A container of the 
present embodiment can be easily used with paper holders of the 
type that the container of the first invention is unsuitable, 
and the same effects of the container of the first invention 
can be achieved. 
[0029] 

A container of the present embodiment can be 
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manufactured by the method explained below. A box for storing 
pilled sheets is prepared by a conventional method. A 
stretchable tape having a catching member at its top end is 
adhered on a lower face of the box in such a manner that the 
bottom end of the stretchable tape is adhered to a portion 
substantially mid-width below mid-height of the side face with 
an adhesive, and the catching members are temporarily adhered 
to the lower face of the box with an adhesive. 
[0030] 

Note that the container of the present invention (the 
second invention) is not limited to the above-described 
embodiment and various modifications can be made as far as they 
do not depart from the scope of the present invention. 
Specifically, the second invention can be varied in the same 
manner as the modification of the first invention. 
[0031] 

[Effect of the Invention] 

A container in which ease of removing the contents is 
not lowered even if the volume of the contents is reduced due 
to consumption. 

[BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF DRAWINGS] 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view showing one embodiment 
of a container of the present invention (the first invention) . 

Fig. 2 is a perspective view showing a condition 
wherein the stretchable tape of the container as shown in Fig. 
1 is extended - 

Fig. 3 is a perspective view of a container of Fig. 
1 under service conditions. 

Fig. 4 is a perspective view showing one embodiment 
of a container of the present invention (the second invention) . 

Fig. 5 is a perspective view showing a condition 
wherein the stretchable tape of the container shown in Fig. 4 
is extended. 

Fig. 6 is a perspective view of a container of Fig. 
4 under service conditions.
